THB GOVERNMENT OF VANCOU- 
VER ISLAND. 



In our Saturday's issuo iwo ntluded to the 
growing dissatisfaction on tho part of the 
ABsanibly and tho public with Uovcrnor 
Kennedy's udminiBtration. The subject ib 
ono of too much importance Jo the welfaro of 
the colony to bo dismissed with the neoes- 
sariiy brief comments of ft siugle nowspuper 
article. It embraces in effect our future as 
well as oar prusont well-being ; for at no 
period in the colony's history has tho neces- 
sity far good government— a result which 
can only comn from harmonious action be- 
tween the Executive and the Legislature— 
made itself moro abaoluto than now. We 
must stand on neither trifles nor ceremony in 
so grave a crisis, but meet the difficulties ol 
our political position as practical men moet 
the difficulties in their commercial or ordinary 
life. If it is well for ourselves and well for 
the colony that representative government on 
Vanoouver Island should cease — that an Im- 
perial agent should dictate what policy the 
country should pursue, let us by oil means 
lehnquish a right which wo have boon 
taught by British authority to believe is 
co«existent with taxation, and inalienable in 
every British subject — let us abandon repre- 
sentation and submit meekly to tho guidance 
of tho Colonial Office of Downing Street or 
of James Bay. 

The object of all good government is the 
happiness and prosperity of the people, 
and it is merely a question with mankind 
what description of machinery is best adapted 
to produce this result. In most countries, 
fortunately or unfortunately as the caso may 
be, this question is not left to the public to 
deoido ; the government has come into 
being through tho right of armed force, ond 
has been perpetuated en the profane supposi- 
tion that it was inaugurated by Divine intern 
position. In various instances the Divine 
test has given way, and the people have 
resumed that power which had been so long 
usurped by tho inaugurators and the inheritors 
of violence ; but in the majority of cases, 
the Governments have been strong and tho 
inhabitants ignorant ; and the consequence 
is that either an individual or a small minor-' 
ity havo continued to assume the right to 
control the destiny of their fellow oreatures. 
From these facts a kind of aphorism is ad- 
duced— that just in proportion to tho intelli- 
gence of a people will be the popular char- 
acter of the Government. If the masses are 
ignorant as they ars in Russia, tho rule is 
bound to be despotic ; if they ore enlightened 
as thej are in America, republicanism must 
pi avail. There is even a further maxim 
u'timptod to be brought forward, and that is 
that a country's prosperity is mainly due to the 
liberal character of the Government. Ame- 
rica having the broadest political foundation, 
allowing every oitizen a voice in the affairs 
of the nation, isthe most rapid in its progres 
sion ; England, forming as she does as neu 
as possible a repnblio to those of her subjects 
who come within tho franchise, is next ; and 
so on by gradations ; but it is evident, how- 
ever correct the fact may be, that there is a 
fallacy in the proposition ; for tho_ natnro of 
the country, its climate and its position, may 
have in many cases as much to do with its 
prosperity us its laws or mode ol government. 
Ono thing, however, out of nil this is irrefut- 
able, and that is that ccuteris paribus, the 
peoplo whose Government is moro thoroughly 
based on the opinion of the governed are tbe 
happiest and most prosperous ; and this rule 
will apply whether the population bo ten 
thousand or ten millions. 

The question that arises in Vancouver 
Island just now is whether the public or tho 
Executivo shall guido the legislation of the 
country. It is a quostion embracing some 
very nice points ; for tho self-love as well as the 
dignity of the inhabitants is at Btako. II we 
admit tho right of tho Executivo to shapo tho 
policy of the country, wo tacitly acknow- 
ledge that the peoplo aro incompetent to 
manage their own affaire — a conlession that 
is hard to force nt any time from any portion 
of the Anglo-Saxon race. To say that Gov- 
ernor Kennedy and Messrs. Wood, Wakeford 
A Co. know Ihe wauts of tho people better 
than tho people do themselves, may bo to 
assert a serious and incontrovertible truth, 
but wo cannot accept the statement o,s ono 
beyond discussion. We aro compollcd to 
inquire tho grounds for such protensions. 
His Excellency is, wo admit, a man of con- 
siderable ability, but fr^m various gubonin 
torial communications to tho Assembly il is 
very evident ho is not Tory conversant with 
colonial management . No man who has hud 
experience in tho United States or in the 
North American colonies would ever think 
of suggesting the idea of paid magistrates for 
rural districts, or would think of asserting 
that capable men to fill such offices could doI 
be found in any ol tho agricultural communi- 
ties of Vancouver Islund. It is this want ol 
knowledgo, or want of affinity with the spirit 
of Colonial lifo that mars do much 
Governor Kennedy's administration. The 
old country idea of fancying official 
capacity to belong exclusively to that 
well known heap of helplessnoss callod 
tho "gentool class," sticks too prominently 
oat. As for those " conslilutional advisers," 
Messrs. Wood and Wnkoford, we may bo 
excused for dismissing thom curtly. Not 
naturally girted, on ihe one hand, and totally 
inexperienced on the other, with an intenso 
admiration for their own nent and a 

kind of melancholy pity for tho judgment of 
their neighbors, His Eicolloncy could not 
havo picked up moro misohievous assistants 
or mon more likely to briug his administra- 
tion into disrepute 

So for, thereforo, wo believe the preten- 
sions of tho present Executivo to legislate 
and govern Vancouver Island aro not well 
founded ; but to oomo to tho right of the 
question it might bo interesting to kuow on 



what ground these gentlemen have formed bo - 
high an idea of their mission as to frus- 
trate the action of the people's representatives. 
Governor Kennedy is sent here to look after 
the legitimate interests of the Crown, to see 
that tho measures of tho Legislature are in 
accordance with tho Constitution, to curry 
out as head of the Executivo the laws of tho 
country, and Booiolly ns woll as politically 
to maintain the dignity of Her Majesty's re- 
presentative. If His Excellency departs in 
uny respect from these dulive, or if he inter- 
feres with tho desires of tho people consti- 
tutionally expressed, ho is to ouch an extent 
on injury both to the Crown nud peoplo. If 
his Legislative Couuoil, which is virtually 
tho Ezecutive, tells tho inhabitants of Van- 
couver Island they shall havo no Lion Law, 
they shall have no Homestead Aot, they 
shall havo no roform in their franchise, il is 
simply violating ils most sucred duties ami 
imperilling tho respect of the Crown. Through 
such outrages on popular right havo British 
subjects in days gono by been obligod 
to leave their adopted country, and take 
refugo in tho American Republic, where ulli- 
oial ignorance and official superciliousness 
aro not ofsuoh luxuriant growth. Wo ate not 
too populous that wo can afford to lose any 
portion of our citizens through such mischiev 
ous bungling. What the people of this 
colony want they must have, il it is within 
the spirit of tho constitution'. They have 
conio hore and invested thsir money ond 
labor, and it is a inatler that concerns their 
very daily bread that the wants ol tho coun» 
try should bo attended to. Wo have already 
said the people know these wants, They are 
conversant with thu moans of supplying 
them. Wo havo ,i population embracing 
the experience of almost every country 
and nationality under tho sun, and one that 
will favorably compare with any colonial 
community In intelligence; when His Ex- 
cellency or his subordinates, tlurefore, fancy 
that representative institutions in Vancouver 
Island ore a mistake, and that thoy them- 
selves are the Heaven-born statesmen to set 
things lo rights, \va tell them seriously they 
aro laboring under a delusion. We 'ell them 
that tho people who pay the taxes and sup- 
port an expensive. Government aro not only 
able to legislate but determined to submit to 
no interference in their legitimate efforts to 
benefit the country. If His Excellency 
wishes to regain that position in the respect 
ol the inhabitants which ho onco hold, he will 
put tiis own happy speeches into aclion, and 
will leave the people, who aro certainly the 
mo?t interested parties in tho country, to 
carry out what tbeir reason and experience 
dictate

The 
lnd:itir- are in great terror of tho war ship* 
tinea Hie metnorublo visit of tho Sutlej last 
yoar. They are now pacified, aud white men 
can go among them with comparative 
security. 

Great Fir? at Lsboh River.— We learn 
from Mr. Barnott, L.K.E., that a fire broke 
out at 11 o'clock on Friday morning at iho 
lower end of Kennedy Flats, and in a very 
short space of time the whole of tho bush was 
on Ore, ereatng a tremendous blaze with ex- 
oessivo heat. Stei^o'd Hotel, Wftlsh'a strro, 
Allison & Cole's smithy, and Beverul miners 
log cabins were in imminent dungor of do- 
itruotion, and were unly tiavod by '.he exer- 
tion of a numbor of men who collected on the 
spot, and by the aid of buokets sucoeeded in 
checking the progress of the conflagration to- 
wards the buildings.

Ths New Atlantic Caulk— A. recent tel- 
egram having staled that tho Ureut Eastern 
h id suiled to take on board the new Allantio 
cable, tho subjoined clipping from tho Scien 
tiftc American haB double intorest : — " Every 
possible ciro ard attention is bestowed upon 
tho munufnctuie of tho Atlantic cable so as 
to render its sucoess, if properly laid, a con- 
tinued certainty. Tho coro consists of a 
strand of seven copper wires each covered 
with about half an iuch of gutta percha com- 
position, as un insulating medium. Tho lele- 
giaphio core is then strengthened by wrap- 
ping urouiul it ten solid wires formed of 
Messrs. Webster llorsfall'tl homogeneous 
iron, capable of bearing a strain of 11 miles 
of its length. Tho whole is afterwards sur- 
rounded with ynrn saturated with a chemical 
compound which, by its poisonous qualities, 
will prevent its destructiou hy rnarino insects, 
shellfish, etc. Tho new cable is m( st porleot 
throughout, and double the strength ol the 
former one. The superior quality of the con- 
dueling wires and the greater thickness will 
uilmit of an nverngo of eight words por min- 
ute being transmitted, against a fourth ol that 
number under the urrntigctiimit of tho old 
cable.

District School— The annual examina- 
tion of the Victoria District School will be 
held by tho teacher, Mr. Burr, to day at 11 
o'clock.

INTERCOLONIAL RIFLE MATCH. 

The chosen ten of the Victoria Rifle Corps 
Went up to New Westminster by the steamer 
Enterprise on Thursday night, accompanied 
by the band of the corps, arriving there at 
seven, a.m- The morning dreams of somo of 
our Westminstor friends wore dispelled by 
Iho lively strains of martial music 
wafted on tho breeze at such an early 
hour, and many a heavy sluniberer yielded to 
tho power of melody, and was drawn lorth lo 
witness a portion of tho day to which ho wub 
perhaps usually a stranger. 
After fortifying the inner man at the 
Colonial," tho bugle sounded, and iho Vic- 
toriuns fell in, and mnrche.l up to the ground 
beaded by their band. By ones and twos 
the Westminsters came straggling to the 
ground— a proceeding which, en passant, wo 
must bo pardoned for noticing us not quite 
a la militaire. As soon as the whole number 
had oollocted, it was decided that tho West- 
minsters should commence the contest, and 
alter tho trigaers had been tested, ihe crack- 
ing of rifles and pattering of ballots soon tuld 
wuut hard knocks the target was rooeiving. 
The live rounds having been lired oil, the 
Victorians marched to the front, and "Brown 
Bess" the latest born, kept up a similar 
shower of lead on the target. The shooting 
at this distance resulted, strange to say, in a 
tie. 

The next trial, at 200 yard?, produced a 
few lung faces amongst the Vicorians, the 
• core showing twelve points in lavor of the 
Westminsters- The flush of partial success 
did not, however, seem lo have its usual 
ellect, lor ut the next distance, 200 yards, a 
greut falling oil was observable on the part of 
:he Westminsters, ar d iho result was eight 
in favcr of ihe Victorians. Then c.wne the 
lug of war ; tho last range to bo fired oil', and 
only lour points' difference in the two scores. 
Hie Westminsters apparently went into the 
last firing, 300 yards, with greater Confidence 
and oooluess than their opponents, unit made 
within one point of the preceding scare ; the 
Victorians on the contrary seemed to wax ner- 
vous, and became discouraged on Feeing 
some of their best shots making a few ' bush- 
rangers." Towards ihe end, many seemed to 
grow careless, and the lull moon on ths target 
appeared to wear u derisive grin a', tbeir 
fulile efforts. The result was known long 
ere the last shot was firod, for it was soon 
evident that the Victorians could not win. 
The score nt this range gave the Westmin- 
sters 13 more to the good, making ihem 
Ihe victors by 17 points. 

At the conclusion oi tho firing, tho band 
struck up " Oh, dear ! what can tho matter 
be," which brought srnile3 to the facei of 
many of the special orn. 

The shooting on both sides was not what 
would ho considered in these days of nlla 
proficiency firslrate, although somo dusky 
sons nf tho forest thought it was skokvtn 
poo/i, but as all things must have a small 
beginning, we hope that this trial of skill u 
but tho lorerunnur of some heavier scoring, 
and moro closely contested matches. Tin 
position taken whilo firing by the Westmin- 
ster men, with one or two exceptions, was 
not at all according to tho flylhe school of 
instruction Ify numerous modern experi- 
ments i.'. has boen a well established lact 
that tho manner in which tho rillu hi held, 
nnd tho position taker, by tho rillotnan mate- 
rially affect the accuracy of tho aim. All 
musketry instructors ol the present day make 
a great point of having the left elbow slraight 
under tho liflo, and the right in a lino with 
the shoulder, the efficiency of which is 
proved by raw recruit!- becomiiig under tho 
system, good shots in a very short time. 

Tho Victoria men labored under one or 
two disadvantages in thu match ; in tho first 
place, the range is nil up hill, so that tho 
sights on the rillus intended for level ground 
would not answer ; nnd secondly, for somen! 
tho distances the Enfield Rifle is so con- 
structed that the sights cannot be adjusted to 
allow for the additional attraction, therefore 
it had to be done hy guess. During tho day 
tho band unlivonod tho interluJca with a 
varioty of stirring strains, which soomed lo 
be listened lo with satisfaction by a goodly 
uBseinblngo of tho fair ones of iho Bister capi- 
tal.

If our law-mn&er.s 
wish to make a wonderful exhibition of their 
wisdom and originality, they oan suspend the 
prohibitory liquor law for a few months, aud 
then I venture nn opinion that they will bo 
glsd lo lo-enact it with more rigor lhanever. 
But the letting in ol such a Hood is a dangor 
ons experiment. We aro told that the 
experiment was made in this very country, 
and among these very Indians, for muny years 
hy the Hudson Hay Compnny, and that thu 
rosulls compare favorably wilh tho working 
of our present law. Who decs not, sir, I ask, 
9oe a great changt between their time und 
ours? Then there wore only* a few white 
men in tho country, nnd these woro paid 
regular lahries and hail no need to reso-t to 
mean tiuffic to make a dollar. Their 
liquor was much superior to tho stuff now 
mixed up and passed olf (or whisky, and Ihey 
o ily visited the camps ut long intervals and 
stayed for a 6hort time. The Indians lor the 
most part remained ut home, and they hail 
only began to acquire an appetite lor strong 
drink, while '.heir means for obtt ining it 
weru very limited. Hut now, how different ! 
Their uppotiie is strong, confirmed, here- 
ditary. There are soores of depraved liquor 
vendors waiting to rush in and supply this 
appetilo wilh the most corrupt stull, not only 
for tho purpose of making money, but in 
many instances with the distinct object of 
seduction aud robberv, and in others, 1 fear,

freshing lo me, after hearing ami rending so 
much ol the supeificial and impracticable 
from somo other quarters to read an occa- 
sional lea.kr irom your vigorous pun, iu your 
calm, common-tense manner of treating this 
grave subject. That the proper treatment 
and unsuccessful management ol ahoncinala 
in young colonies ia a grave and difficult sub- 
ject lo handle skillully, all who liura con- 
sidered it soberly must admit. Sec how tho 
wisdom of the Colonial ollicc, and the House 
of Commons — said to be the highest trilmnal 
ol wisdom and good sense in tho world — iq 
taxed to straining whenever the more diffi- 
cult phniica of this question come before 
idem 1 Witness the recent debates on the 
New Zealand war I Also, how our moil 
ti.lented c.olenial governors quail before this 
subject, and lear lo expound tlioir Indian, 
policy or even to express an opinion upen 
some of its most knotty points, nnd they often 
:.'.mm»ti(l their wisdom by tiieir silence. He 
who brings to his aid not only a sound jndg. 
merit ami mujli experience, but a thorough 
knowledge ol Iho history of other colonies, 
ihe manner in which the natives have been 
treated, what part of their Indian policy haa 
been most successful, &o., deserves moot to 
bu heard, for he is hkoly to spotk rno.u 
wisely. 

The two great works from which I havo 
derived very much solisfactiuti in the study 
qi this subject — and which f think every 
christian statesrnuu who lias anything to do 
wilh colonial governments cannot pursue in 
vain — are the volume entitlod " Evidences on 
tho Aborigines," and the lnte voluminous 
work on the extenl, resources, government, 
.to., of all the Uriti.-di Colonies," published 
iu three large volumes and dedicated, by 
permission, to the Queen, by K. M. Martin, 
K«q., late Treusurer to the Queen at Hong 
K.oug, &c, ifco., in which a history of the 
management und tnisrnanBgement of natives 
hai special proioinence, and is treated in ti 
dignified, able, and impartial manner. The 
lorrner volume contains a reoord of ihe 
various and highly important testimony given 
by missionaries, travellers and others, before 
a lur^o committee of the House ol Commons) 
a few years ago, appointed especially to con- 
sider the whole question of the best mode ol 
treating aborigines. As this is a subject in 
which J have taken much interest, und, in 
uddition to a good deal of reading have hud 
considerable opportunity during the last 
thirty years, as a son ol u pioneer settler and 
mUsinniiiy of n pioneer society, ol learning 
something nbout Iho character and best man- 
agement of the American Indian, easl and 
west, I shall voolurc to express an opinion 
on a few leading points. 

To Iho question, " Should the natives be 
treated as subjects 1 " I would answer, cer- 
tainly, but in a qualifieif souso. Our child- 
ren are subject! ; but who expects or wishes 
them to onjoy nil tho rights of citizenship 
be lore they altuin to their majority? The 
true idea is to treat tho Indiuns, in many 
respectH at least, as a iniuor. It is roully 
surprising to see a gentleman ol lb. 
I lulmcltun's ability and observation rjsing up 
in tho Houso and telling us (as reported by 
Iho press) that " the Indian muat. bo IreaUd 
in all re.'pects exactly as tho white man."' 
;l loom drink their own grog, and 
make it if they please." This wonderful 
it ro tch of libsrality may do very well just 
vhilo fencing potato palcbcs and drinking 
Iquor are tho topic of conversation ; but does 
tie lion. Spoakur itiloml lo carry out his 
d clrina and allow natives, in their present 
utile of civilization, to hold land in fen sirn- 
pU, to vote nt elections, and sit on juries ? 
It h found necessary in the cistern provinces 
slili lo treat tho natives as minors, with fow 
exceptions, although fony yoara ago they 
won equal if not superior tu what ours are 
now j and sincii ihat period they have mado 
greai progress iu enlightenment and civiliza- 
tion , so that on: natives in their present 
untalght and helpless condition sht»lt have 
conferred upon them nil tho lights and re- 
sponB-bililies of lull-fledged cilizmsllip, is I 
morn than any sensible man oau advocate. 
Whilo.however, they occupy the position of 
children, let them know and leel that they 
have it tho Government u wise, kiud and 
impartiil guardian.

It seems lo mo 
that the great want at present is a man of 
perseverance, wisdom and experience to ac; 
us Colonial Indian agent, whose duly it would 
he to visit tho natives at their homes, meet 
them in Ihoir councils, hour all their watit.- 
arid grievances, and show lliom that ho is 
their friond ; aud I behove that itirougli such 
a medium the Government might do almost 
us it pleases with them or their lands. Hut 
if the Government continues to stan.l by und 
see them driven oil all their lands piecemeal 
without having any settlement with tbem or 
giving ihem any equivalent, wo must expect 
trouble. 

As to the settlers, why should they not 
manage their own atfuirs as ihey tlo in the 
back townships of Ihe Eastern Provinces? 
They aru a similar people, in very similai cir- 
cumstances There I always found the syj. 
icui of self-government to work as well in the 
young settlement as in the populous district, 
and I do not seo why ti system of citcuil 
judges, honorary justices of the peace, and a 
simple colonial system of municipal institu- 
tions should not answnr as well here as ou 
the other side of tho Hooky Mountains. And 
if flritish America is lo become at no distant 
day a confederated empire — ffs it most | ro- 
bably will if it ia to remain British — would 
it not be well to assimilate our colonial policy 
from Iho first to that of the EaJlern Pro- 
vinces aa much'ns circumstances will permit? 
But this is r. subject upon whioh 1 must not 
enter, as my letter is too long already.
